The warnings have, 
however, led to some confusion in 
the minds of farmers and others who 
raside in the more northern part of 
j the province, and who suffered losses 
last year from an entirely different 
insect--the red backed tutworm, 

While we are not in a position to 
stute definitely that there will not Le 
a recurrence of damage by this red 
| backed cutworm in 1931, we are of 
ihe opinion that our cilances of a- 
voiding one are no worse’ than ‘js 
Climatic conditions Were 
‘very unfavourable to these cutworths 
uring the summer and they sufferdd 
a sever mortality before turning in-| 
to moths. In the neighborhood of 
Edmonton at all events, the egg-lay- 
ing moths were present in aboat 
their usual numbers in the fall and 
it is probable that they, therefore, 
laid only about the uswal number of 
eges. 

Eisewhere, of course this may not 
have been the case.

keep a sharp look-out for these cut- 
worms this spring in order that, 
should they appear in outbreak num- 
bers, the proper steps for their de- 
struction may be taken without de- 
lay. 

It is, therefore, desirable at — this 
time to state, very. briefly, 
importunt steps to be taken in con- 
nection with both of these cutworms 
for it must always be borne in mind 
that control measures recommended 
for the one will not always prove to 
be satisfactory for the other.
